When the casket was finally closed 


forever to the view of Washington peo- 
ple, the cavalry again escorted it to tbe 
special train, which was to carry the 
body to Canton. 


Tbe magnificent display of floral of- 


ferings, numbering no less than 125 
pieces, and making the most remarkable 
floral tribute ever seen here, were taken 
to the station from the Capitol in car- 
riages and wagons and there placed on 
a special car. 
Three sections, com- 


prising in all 20 passenger coaches, 
were necessary to accommodate all 
those who accepted invitations to make 
the journey to Canton. 


A Terrible Crush 


Just a 1 o'clock a frightful calamity 


Was narrowly averted atthe east front of 
the Capitol. For hours the vast throng 
of people had been massed in front of 
the Capitol awaiting an opportunity to 
enter the rotunda. 
When the doors 


were opened tens of thousands of peo- 
ple rushed almost frantically to the 
main entrance. 
The police and mili- 


tary guards were" swept aside and al- 
most in a twinkling there was a tre- 
mendous crush at the foot of the great 
staircase. 


, 
r The immense throng swept backward 
land forward like the surging of a 
mighty sea. 
Women and children, a 


few of the latter babes iu arms, were 
caught in the crowd and many were 
badly hurt 
Strong men held children 


and even women high above the heads 
of the crowd to protect them from bodily 
injury. 


Despite the force of the military and 


the cooler heads in the throng, approxi- 
mately 100 people were injured. Some 
of the more seriously hurt were carried 
into the rotunda and into various ad- 
joining apartmeuts of the Capitol, 
where first aid treatment was given 
them. 
A number were hurried to hos- 


pitals in ambulances, but the majority 
either were taken to or subsequently 
went, unassisted, to their homes. 


After the crush had been abated, upon 


the staircase and plaza immediately in 
front of it, were found tattered pieces of 
men's and women's wearing apparel of 
all kiuds, crushed hats, gloves and ev;n 
shoes. 
Watches,' pocket books, keys 


and knives Were picked up. 


Remains Leave For Canton 


The last chapter of the sad ceremony, 


the removal of the body of the lato 
president to its resting place at his old 
borne at Canton, began at 8:20 o'clock 
last night, when the funeral train left 
here over the Pennsylvania railroad. 


The great bronze doors of the Capitol, 


where the body had lain in state, had 
closed • while thousands of people were 
still waiting to get a last glance at the 
casket The guards at the Capitol were 
permitted a hurried look at the face of 
the dead president; the cover of the 
casket was screwed down by the under- 
takers; it was lifted once more upon 
the shoulders of the body-bearers, and 
by them borue to the hearse at the foot 
of the east steps of the Capitol. 


Thirty minutes' time was required for 


the removal of the body from the Cap- 
itol to the train. 
The route was down 


Pennsylvania avenue, which was Jinefl 
on either side by troops of the District 
of Columbia. 
It was a quiet, noiseless 


journey. Notwithstanding the chilly air 
and the light mist, hats were uniformly 
removed as the cortege passed through 
the silent throngs tiat lined the avenue. 


At the Pennsylvania railroad station, 


where there was a dense mass of people, 
the body was received by large delega- 
tions of army and naval officers. 
There 


the soldiers and seamen carried tbe 
casket from the hearse to the observa- 
tion car, and placed in the second sec- 
tion of the funeral train. 
The casket 


was placed on standards draped with 
tbe national colors and was covered 
with floral emblems. 


It was 8:10 o'clock when this section 


steamed away, the first section having 
preceded it 10 minutes. 
The observa- 


tion car bearing the body was flooded 
with light. 
Through its crystal sides 


everything could be seen, so arranged 
that, as the train swept through the 
night the casket with a soldier stand- 
ing at the head and a sailor at the foot, 
could be plainly seen. 


Ten minutes later, the third section 


of the train, bearing the army and navy 
ofiicers sped away, and tbe national 
capital had performed its part in the 
funeral ceremonies. 


Dispatches from all along the route 


of tbe funeral train say that after leav- 
ing Washington all was darkness. Tbe 
train seemed to be running through a 
tunnel, so black was the night Faces 
of mournful groups, bare-beaded at the 
side of the train, could be seen as the 
train flashef by, and as villages were 
passed, tbe sound of tolling bells came 
faintly out of tbe gloom. At tbe larger 
stations thousands 
of silent 
forms 


packed thex£latfornus, and tbe people 
gazed sorrowfully at the casket while 
the locomotives were being shifted.

They dread the ap- 
proaching days iu tbe quiet of her borne 
In Canton, when her "beloved major" 
will not be near to comfort her In the re- 
action tbat will follow inevitably after 
tbe present shock. It is believed tbat 
ehe will he able to go through the ser- 
vices at Canton without too great dif- 
ficulty, but subsequently a collapse is 
greatly feared. At present her condi- 
tion justifies the hope that there will be- 
no immediate breakdown. 


Mrs. McKinley is considerably weak- 


er than when at Buffalo, but continues 
to bear up with great fortitude. Yes- 
terday afternoon she gave vent to her 
grief more freely than at any time since 
tbe tragedy. She sobbed and cried for a 
long time and these paroxysms of grief 
sapped her strength to quite a degree.

Roosevelt Appreciates Ability 


of the McKinley Cabinet 


NOT AT LIBERTY TO DECLINE 


"Wishes to Be Guided by Their Coun- 
£sel Throughout His Entire Term- 


Policy Outlined In the President's 
Last speech Will Be Followed 


r 


Washington, 
Sefpt. 
18.—President 


Roosevelt yesterday af teraoon convened 
his first cabinet meeting held in Wash- 
ington. At this meeting the president 
asked the members of Mr. McKinley's 
cabinet to retain their respective port- 
folios throughout his term and an- 
nounced that his administration would 
follow the policy outlined by President 
Wclvinley in his Buffalo speech. 


After the obsequies over the late 


president, the cabinet, at President 
Koosevelt's request, assembled at the 
residence of Commander Cowles, where 
the president is staying until after tho 
funeral, principally for the purpose of 
Informing their new chief of the state 
of-affairs in their respective depart- 
ments. The president desired to learn 
If there were any matters of moment re- 
quiring his attention before his de- 
parture for Canton. He was assured 
that there was nothing of pressing Im- 
portance. 


The president then addressed his ad- 


risers collectively, as he had previously 
done individually, requesting them all 
to retain their respective positions in his 
cabinet. Mr. Eoosevelt expressed the 
hope and expectation that every member 
would serve throughout his term, for, 
he sijid, he tendered the appointments 
as if he had just been elected to the 
presidency and was forming an original 
cabinet. The president said, however, 
there wa« one difference between the 
present tender and that of an original 
offer, namely: Under the present cir- 
cumstances they were not at liberty to 
decline. 


Upon being asked if resignations 


should be formally presented in the 
usual manner, the president answered 
that his action at this meeting had pre- 
cluded tbe necessity of presenting resig- 
nations. 


The discussion turned upon the policy 


of the administration and Mr. Roosevelt 
announced that he regarded the speech 
of the late president at the Buffalo Pan- 
American exposition, the day previous 
to the tragic shooting, as outlining the 
policies to be followed by the adminis- 
tration. 


It cannot be learned at this time 


whether or not all the members will be 
willing to serve the full term.

Czolgose Uttered Not a Sound 


During Arraignment 


EVEN REFUSED TO PLEAD 


Counsel Informally Enters a Plea of 
t Mot Guilty and Asks Permission to 


Reserve Right to Withdraw It- 
Question of Insanity May Come Up 


Buffalo, Sept. IS.—Leon F. Caolgosz 


was arraigned before Judge Emery in 
the county court yesterday afternoon 


. on the indictment for murder in the 


first degree in fatally shooting Presi- 
dent McKinley ou Sept. 6. Again the 
prisoner refused to plead, or even to 
litter a word or sound, and Loran L. 
Lewis, ex-supreme court justice, entered 
& plea of not guilty. The accused will 
be tried in the supreme court next Mon- 
day. 


Absolutely no demonstration having 


been made against the prisoner ou Mon- 
day, the authorities decided that the 
strong guard was uunecebsary yester- 
day. 
Czolgosz was taken from the* 


jail through the tunnel under Delaware 
avenue to the city hall by Detectives 
Solomon and Geary, being handcuffed 
to the latter. 


Going from the basement of the city 


hall to the court room on the second 
floor, Czolgosz was compelled to pass 
close to the black and white bunting 
with which the interior of the city hall 
was draped. 
These apparently made 


not the slightest impression on the 
prisoner, and he gave no more heed to 
them than he did to the questions of tha 
court or the district attorney. The pris- 
oner entered the court rooia at 3 o'clock. 
As soon as the handcuffs were removed 
from the prisoner, District Attorney 
Penney began the formal arraignment 
and asked: 
"How do you plead, guilty 


or not guilty?" 


Not a sound was uttered by the pris- 


oner. 
He stood mute. His curly haiu 


was dishevelled, a^id although his linen 
was white and clean, his disordered 
clothes and the growth of his beard 
gave him an unkempt appearance. Al- 
though his demeanor waa still one of 
stubbornness, he,gave a little more evi- 
dence- of concern than upon his first 
presence in court. 
When questions 


were being asked him rapidly, he 
moistened his lips with his tongue, and 
seemed to be endeavoring to maintain 
the appearance of stolid indifference. 


When the pristmer refused to plead, 


the district attorney told him that ho 
had been indicted for murder in the 
first degree, and that he could answer 
"yes" or "no."

We have long thought of ''Our Ted- 


sidy" a* somewhat of a breaker of pre- 
|*sedents. According to the Cleveland 
.<jLeader he has broken a lot of prece- 
dents by becoming the nation's head. 
Verhaps he will break more precedents 
^during his administration, though he 
Starts with a conservatism that does 
'jjnot give much promiee in that line. 
l^ut it will be interesting to see what 
^the Leader says about the new chief 
'^Magistrate: 
' It Is well understood that President 
tRoosevelt is the youngest man ever 
•-Sworn into office as chief executive of 
ihhe United States. 
There are other 


'peculiar facts which are less generally 
. known. He is unique among Ameri- 
can presidents in many things. He is 
the only president 
of this republic 


who was born in a great city. He is a 
native of New York. No other presi- 
dent began life In a place of more than 
a few thousand inhabitants. The new 
president is the first whose face is 
familiar to his countrymen as wearing 
eyeglasses or spectacles. 
His por- 


traits are not known in any other way. 


He is the second to bear a name of 


Iflntch origin. Martin Van Buren was 
the other. He is the first graduate of 
Harvard university since John Quincy 
iAdams. 
Many presidents have had 


piore or less college education, but 
only half a dozen have been graduated 
from Institutions famous for their size 
Or rank. 


Again, President Roosevelt is theflrst 


inan in half a century to become presi- 
dent who was not born poor. Some of 


ojthe early presidents were sons of rich 
S-lrien, and never had to think of self- 
/•upport. George Washington was one 
Vf the wealthiest 
Americans of his 


^day. His fortune has been placed as 
itiigh as $900,000, which was a great 
jium then. The Massachusetts Adams 
..family was well secured against want. 
:*ttt the rule has been poverty, or, at 
least, very moderate circumstances in 
youth.' The new president was born 
jo a competence.

"jtlvity and industry are not the result 
of any spur of necessity, and for that

The pfctures 
taken during the president's speech 
fche day before he was shot were very 
complete, there are many pictures of 
the crowd that pushed 
forward to 


press the president's hand on the day 
of the fatal reception, and 
several 


pictures were taken of the crowd in 
front of the temple of music on the 
announcement of the 
news of 
the 


shooting. 


These pictures were taken from a 


" purely business standpoint ,and there 


was no thought of anything else until 
certain discoveries, that followed the 
completion of the pictures. The most 
important 'of these was that Leon 
Czolgosz pushed himself to the very 


'front-of the platform and could have 
|0hot the president on the day of his 
«peech, but did not for some reason. 


President McKinley and his wife are 


,*bown as they advance on the plat- 
form. 
The president takes his wife 


yta her seat, and then is presented to 
*he tremendous crowds that are push- 
tine and shoving to get closer to the 
Weaker. 


As President McKinley arises and 


his address a man is seen to 


hli sray. through the 
densely. 


packed crowd. He wedges between 
men and women, and is so determined 
to get near the president that he 
causes much discomfort and some an- 
ger. Several men are seen in the pic- 
ture to turn upon him and attempt to 
Impede his progress, but he fights hia 
way through, then turns and for the 
first time faces the kinetoscope. The 
face is undoubtedly that of Leon Czol- 
gosz. 


Only for a fraction of a second does 


he stand still; then he again begins to 
move forward. The kinetosccpe pic- 
tures his movements 
exactly. He 


makes his way to the very foot of the 
stand on which the president is speak 
ing. Again he turns his face toward 
the kinetoscope. This time he looks 
wild and excited. His derby hat is 
pulled down over his eyes, but as he 
raises his head they 
can be seen 


readily. 


For some second? he erases about the 


crowd, either in search of some one or 
awaiting some signal. He is now 
within a few feet of the president and 
could readily have shot him, as he did 
the next day . 


There are thousands of other per- 


sons in the pictures. 
Unfortunately 


most of them have their backs turned 
but their dress and figures have been 
accurately caught. Many turned just 
as Czolgosz did, and their faces are 
shown. 


The pictures end as the president 


closes his speech, and Czolgosz is lost. 


When Mr. White saw what he had, 


the thought struck him that perhaps 
the faces of other anarchists might be 
found in the pictures, and he straight 
way forwarded a set of pictures to 
the secret service agents at Washing- 
ton. He says of one of his pictures: 


"I have one picture of the crowds 


taken outside the hall so soon as it 
became 
known on 
the exposition 


grounds that the President had been 
shot. This picture I consider invalu- 
able. If there were any well-known 
anarchists in the crowd I believe they 
can be detected by the detectives who 
are supposed to know these men and 
women by sight." 


The 
outcome of the investigation 


will be watched with considerable in- 
terest. It may create a new and im- 
portant use for the kinetoscope.

a strange land. There were no letters 
or papers in his pocket, his wallet bore 
no address, and neither 
watch nor 


such few trinkets as were found bore 
any initials. 


The "Forbidden city," the sacred 


part of Pekin, was evacuated by the 
Americans 
and Japanese yesterday 


and once 
more the forces of 
the 


Chinese emperor guard the imperial 
city. The evacuation exercises were 
impressive 
and 
picturesque. 
There 


was a banquet by the Chinese in the 
evening with the Japanese as their 
guests. The Americans were invited 
but declined because of the death of 
the president. 


The presidents that Ohio has given 


to the nation .have been pursued by a 
curious and most lamentable fatality. 
Of the four, only 
President Hayes 


failed to die in office. 
Garfield and 


McKinley were assassinated, and Wil- 
liam Henry Harrison served but one 
month of his term. Ohio men have 
been elected to five terms in o'fflce, but 
succeeded in serving only nine years 
and one month of the 20 years,—-Har- 
rison one month, Garfleld six months, 
Hayes four years, and McKinley four 
years and six months. It is further 
interesting to note that none of the 
first eight presidents, between 1789 and 
1841, died in office, averaging 6% years 
of service; while from 1841 to 1901, a 
period of 60 years, there have been 17 
presidents, with an average service of 
3& years.—Springfield Republican.

THOUSANDS IN TEArTSt ^ 


Sorrowful Seeae on a Hew York: R«0- 


veation Pier. 


There was an affecting scene on the 


east side of New York the other night 
when Baynes' Sixty-ninth Regiment 
band played the dead president's fa- 
vorite hymn, "Nearer, My God, to 
Thee," on the recreation pier at the 
foot of East Twenty-fourth street, says 
the New York Herald. Fully 10,000 
men, women and children had assem- 
bled on the pier to eujoy the concert, 
end all was merry and gay until the 
band commenced tu play tho now sor- 
rowful hymn. 


As the strains of the first bar of 


"Nearer, My God, to Thee" wafted 
across the East river every man of the 
thousands bared ills head. The yachts 
of the millionaire members of tue New 
York Yacht club riding at anchor off 
the recreation pier dipped their colors, 
and a prolonged silence prevailed, in- 
terrupted only by men and women 
sobbing. The scene was one the like 
of which was never witnessed on the 
east side before. Passengers oa the 
Twenty-third street and Hunter's Point 
ferries bowed their heads as they lis- 
tened to the strains of the music echo- 
Ing over the river. 


Hundreds' of people, overcome with 


emotion, broke down and wept, and 
many, too affected by the sad scene, 
left the pier. A stylishly dressed 
wom- 


an accosted the bandmaster and asked 
Mm to repeat the hymn, and then 
slowly and softly the music again filled 
the air. Tnis time everybody on the 
pier arose and Bang the hymn—the one 
that the dead president loved so well- 
In a low tone, that was almost a chant. 


"Lead, Kindly Light" followed, and 


the thousands, still standing with un- 
covered heads, voices choked and 
husky, sang it in a sad tone. It was 
the 'first time that such a pathetic, sor- 
rowful scene was ever enacted on the 
pier. As a fitting tribute to the dead, 
president "The Hymn of Praise" was 
played, and in this the crowds joined 
together and sang in unison. 


"The Star Spangled Banner" was th« 


last selection played. 


6CHLEY COURTROOM. 


Difficulty Experienced In Hearing 


the Proceeding*. 


The quarters provided for the Schley, 


court of inquiry proved a disappoint-, 
ment on account of their acoustic prop-, 
erties, says a Washington dispatch to 
the New York Evening Post It was 
practically impossible to hear any one 
twenty-five feet away except Isidor 
Eayner, one of Schley's attorneys, and 
Judge Advocate Lemly, both of whom 
were easily heard throughout the hall. 
But the reservation assigned to the 
spectators, which is about the middle 
third of the building, is so far away 
that during the important parts of the 
hearing those present stood up to lis- 
ten, which of course meant that only a 
limited number could be accommodat- 
ed. The back third of the floor, shut 
off by a board partition, is occupied 
by the telegraph companies. The front 
third of the hall contains the reserva- 
tion for the court and the space on 
three sides of It assigned to the news- 
paper correspondents. The whole room 
Is large and airy, but exceedingly 
plain. The steel girders which sup- 
port the roof are in open view above, 
while the brick walls have been paint- 
ed white. The noise of the navy yard 
does not greatly disturb proceedings, 
and were the room not so far from the 
telegraphic and other centers of the 
city it would be a good place of meet-, 
Ing except for the spectators. 


ACTION BY MASONS. 


Columbn* Lodge Starts Worldwide 


Movement Agalnat Anarchy. 


The Masons of Columbus, O., have 


taken the Initiative In a worldwide 
movement for the suppression of an- 
archy, says the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat Lincoln Goodale lodge has adopt- 
ed resolutions denouncing the presi- 
dent's assailant and the anarchists 
who prompted the assassination and 
calling upon the Masonic fraternity 
throughout the world to hunt down 
the followers of the red flag and ban- 
ish them from all civilized countries. 


This Is an extremely unusual action 


upon the part of the Masqns, whose or- 
ganization is counted the most con- 
servative and self contained in' exist- 
ence. It is very rare that any public 
question or calamity calls forth ofll- 
cial expression. The resolution, copies 
of which will be distributed broadcast, 
is as follows: 


"Resolved, That we appeal to our 


Masonic brothers in all quarters of the 
globe to constitute themselves as in- 
dividual watchmen and hunters to de- 
tect and aid the guardians of law in 
arresting, punishing and banishing 
from their countries every vestige of 
anarchy. 
And for this purpose we 


look to the Grand Master of the unl-. 
verse for help and guidance."

" TO IDE N T1FY GRIM" IN AllSV 


Pinna For Central Bnreav at Waoli- 


iBfftoo to Be Urged Upon ConffreM. 
The movement which alias to secure 


the establishment of a bureau of crim- 
inal information at Washington In con- 
nection with the department of justice 
and which has been conducted under 
the auspices of the committee appoint- 
ed at the meeting of the National Pris- 
on association In Hartford, Conn., two 
years ago, will be renewed with the 
convening of the new congress, says 
Jlie New York Post. It Is believed that 
the assassination of President McKin- 
ley has emphasized the need of the 
proposed bureau. 


The committee consists _ of Alfcert 


Garvia, warden of the Connecticut 
state prison; Major R. W. McLaughry, 
warden of the United States peniten- 
tiary at Fort Leavenworth, and Cap- 
tain Edward S. Wright, warden of the 
Western penitentiary of Pennsylvania. 
A bill providing for the creation of a 
bureau of criminal information at 
Washington waa formulated, and it 
was introduced into congress last year. 
It' was indorsed by prison experts 
throughout the country and' was ap- 
proved by the department of justice. 
Practically no opposition developed, 
but the measure failed in the press of 
urgent business because no opportu- 
nity to call it up for. action presented 
itself. 
The bill will be introduced 


again in tfte fiext congress. 


Warden Garvia, in speaking of the 


proposition, said: "-The proposed cen- 
tral bureau, conducted under federal 
supervision, would be an 
effective 


agency for the Tegistration and identi- 
fication of criminals, and the large 
body of data which it would accumu- 
late would be at the disposal of state 
and local authorities. The crusade 
against criminals is greatly handicap- 
ped and hampered by the lack of a 
central bureau at-which needed infor- 
mation can be had. f or the asking. The 
bureau would be'fl great help to na- 
tional, state and local officials in check- 
ing crime and in keeping criminals un- 
der effective supervision." 


GIANT CABBAGE. 


North Dakota Ha« a Very Bis One at 


the Bn$nlo Show. 


North Dakota's commissioners to the 


Pan-American exposition tove just re 
ceived and placed on exhibition what 
they claim is the largest cabbage 
which has been shown at the exposi- 
tion, says the Rqchester Union and 
Advertiser. It is thojargest they have 
yet had, and Commissioner Gushing 
says there has never been a time when 
North Dakota was not showing a lar- 
ger head of cabbage in its pavilion 
than any of Its rival exhibiting states 
could1 bring forward. 


The man who sent the cabbage, a 


truck farmer, who has a place near 
one of the towns in the Red river val- 
ley, also sent a note with it reading: 


"This 
cabbage 
weighs 
eighteen 


pounds, but it is onl? a baby to one I 
am raising for you." 


Mr. Cushlng is waiting hopefully for 


this phenomenon to put in its appear- 
ance, and when it comes he expects to 
show something which will be an evi- 
dence that North Dakota soil is good 
for something besides wheat and flax. 


"The soil's all right," he said, speak- 


ing of the promised acquisition to the 
exhibit. "It's the farmers. They had 
rather grow wheat and flax, raise 
stock, things they can farm on a large 
scale, than do truck farming. Many 
farmers don't even raise vegetables 
for their own use, and the state ns a 
whole imports 90 per cent of the \ egc- 
tables it uses. If an eastern truck 
farmer would get a piece of land near 
one of the larger towns, go to raising 
vegetables and poultry and work the 
way he does back here, he would be 
ready to retire within fire years."

A fog signal which is self locating 


was recently tested at Fnlkner island 
by the United States lighthouse board. 
It consists, according to The Engineer- 
ing News, of a siren driven by a gas 
engine and provided with eight mega- 
phones pointing to the points of the 
compass. 
Specific signals are auto- 


matically given through each mega- 
phone. For instance, if there Is one 
long blast the signal is north of the ob- 
»erver, one lopg aud one short blast 
Indicate that the signal is directly east, 
fete. It has been fouucl that when a 
vessel is within half a mile of the ap- 
paratus the signal pointing toward it 
can be heard very. plainly, while the 
others are scarcely audible. At dis- 
tances of from two to ten miles it is 
Impossible to hear any signals cscept 
those from the megaphone pointed di- 
rectly at the observer. A modification 
jf the apparatus has been perfected for 
age on board ship.

He claims that it would in no way be 
offensive to the neighborhood. 


The objection of the summer resi- 


dents is that the odor of the slaughter 
house would reach their places and 
make the slaughter house most objec- 
tionable. They are much worked up 
over the matter and have placed their 
objections before the board of health. 
The board has not met and none of

HELOSTTHETEUNKS 


AND WITH THEM THE MUSKET CAPS 


FOR STONEWALL JACKSON. 


Why th* Confederate General Did 


Not Get One Batch of Military Sup- 
plies That Wa» In Chare* of an 


of His Government. 


The following is from the diary of a 


Baltimore man who was employed during 
the civil war as an agent of the Confed- 
erate States government in obtaining sup- 
plies for the Confederate States ordnance 
department and conveying them to Rich- 
mond, Va.: 


"Early in 1861, through a relative who 


lived in Winchester, General Stonewall 
Jackson heard of my movements and 
Bent one of his aids to my house in Balti- 
more with an earnest message for my 
assistance. I was not at home at the 
time, but the aid left the message for 
me and a pass inside Jackson's lines. 
Jackson was then in command at Har- 
pers Ferry. The message was that he 
(Jackson) WGS almost "destitute of mus- 
ket caps — did not have three caps to- a 
man— and of course conld do nothing on 
the aggressive or defensive. 


"A hardware dealer told me he could 


procure the caps from a northern manu- 
facturer provided I would pay an ad- 
vanced price, to which I agreed. At that 
time, however, a number of persons were 
arrested in Baltimore on the charge of 
being 'southern sympathizers,' and this 
so alarmed my friend that he declined to 
obtain the caps. 


"However, I succeeded in picking up 


about 100,000 caps, which were packed 
in two trunks, with a large lot of Vir- 
ginia military buttons. The trunks were 
marked 'Miss Mary Birkett,' and with 
them I started one bright morning in 
1861 for Harpers Ferry by the Balti- 
more and Ohio railroad. I also had a 
basket and a carpetbag filled with Vir- 
ginia buttons. I took a seat in the bag- 
gage car and placed the carpetbag under 
the car seat in front of me. On the seat 
in front of me were Mr. William Henry 
Baldwin and another 'gentleman whom 
I did not know. At that time I was not 
acquainted with Mr. Baldwin. 


"When we arrived at the Relay, I was 


much astonished to find Colonel Jones 
of the Sixth Massachusetts regiment on 
the platform with a company of his sol- 
diers. The train was 
stopped, and 


guards were placed at each door with 
orders to allow no one to pass out. 
Colonel Joires had received information 
that Mr. Anderson had engraved some 
plates for Confederate States bonds and 
was on tfce train with them bound for 
Richmond. The train was searched, but 
Mr. Anderson could not be found, the 
passengers being held as prisoners and 
closely scrutinized. 


"I had good reason for feeling un- 


easy for myself and determined to get 
out of that trap. Fortunately I had in 
my pocket a trainman's time table, 
which was only for the use of trainmen. 
With this I went to the front door, closely 
examining the time table, passed the bag- 
gage car and asked the baggage master: 
•Where, do we meet train No. 10? Let 
me see your time table.' 


"The soldier on guard supposed I was

Glancing oat the win- 
dow I saw Colonel Jones with a file of 
soldiers coming at quick march toward 
the hotel, some one having told him of 
my going there. I at once started back 
wfping my mouth, as if I had just taken 
a drink, stepped aside as I passed them, 
returned to the smoking car and took 
another seat some distance from my 
former seat and those Virginia buttons, 


"When the colonel came back, he 


ordered all trunks to be opened and ex- 
amined. The owner of trunks marked 
'Miss Alary Birkett" was called for. but 
no one appearing to clairik'4hem they 
were put on the platform right in front 
of where I was standing. Colonel Jones 
then came into my car with some of his 
men and ordered them to open and 
search all valises and parcels in the car. 
I was passed by, as I had nothing In that 
seat, but when my former seat was 
reached that innocent looking basket was 
seen: 


" 'Whose basket Is this?' was asked. 


No reply. 'Bring it out! Take off the 
lid!' This was done, and the floor was 
covered with military buttons. 


"Mr. Baldwin looked over the back of 


his seat, and, seeing the scattered but-

fcave been provided by the New York, 
New Haven nad Hartford railroad for 
the guests of bicentennial week at 
Yale, says a dispatch to the Philadel- 
phia Ptibllc Ledger from New Haven. 
Special tracks are being built near the 
general office building of the road on 
Meadow street, New Haven, with 
room for 800 sleeping and dining cars. 
Tbe railroad managers plan to run 
upon these tracks the cars filled with 
guests as they arrive for the celebra- 
tion and to keep them there until tbe 
exercises close. The guesta will eat 
and sleep in the cars which will take 
them there. Many of the cars will be 
private property, sent to New Haven 
for tbe occasion by their owners, many 
of whom are Yale men who have since 
become wealthy. Others will be char- 
tered by private parties who go to 
New Haven for the bicentennial. Spe- 
cial cars will come from as far south 
as New Orleans and as far west as 
San Francisco. 
On the freightyards 


at Cedar Hill, ^ong wharf and at the 
Derby road freight depot special tracks 
Will be sot aside for the use of the 
special cars which come for the cele- 
bration. An official "of the company 
said that a total of more than 500 
special cars would be stalled at New 
Haven during the bicentennial. 


The racant rooms in the old depot 


and the rooms which are not now used 
in tbe general office building of the 
consolidated road will be utilized as 
temporary lodging quarters, with cots 
spread for tbe occasion. The large of- 
fice of Major Isaac Bromley will be 
used as a bureau of Information. The 
headquarters for the press who are 
assigned for service in connection with 
the railroad work of the bicentennial 
will be in the general office building. 


This arrangement will provide sleep- 


ing and eating accommodations for 
more than 8,000 people who will come 
on the special cars. 


The arrangements for accommodat- 


ing bicentennial guests while in New 
Haven by water are still more exten- 
sive, if not so elaborate. Tbe road 
managers say that they can handle 17,- 
000 people through their marine depart- 
ment The road "operates the Priscilla, 
Puritan, Plymouth, Connecticut, City 
of Lowell, City of Worcester, Maine, 
New Hampshire, Chester W. Chapto, 
Richard ,Peck, Rhode Island, Massa- 
chusetts, Providence, City of Law- 
rence and C. H. Northern. The first 
three named have 550 staterooms each. 
The rest have betwen 250 and 450 
staterooms each. 


As many of these boats as are need- 


ed for the use of tbe bicentennial 
guesta will be withdrawn from serv- 
ice during bicentennial weet.

C. A. Howland Bound for Philippines, 


Sees Some of His Own Country 


A letter was received yesterday 
at 


the Transcript office from C. A. How- 
land of Blackmton, who is on his 
to the Philippines, having been ap- 
pointed by the government as one of 
the teachers in connection with the 
new school system on the islands. 


Mr. Howfand 
describes 
the trip 


across the continent u a vivid and in- 
teresting style and brings out forcibly 
the first impressions produced by the 
great west on the mind of a dweller 
in the east. The letter gives the idea 
that a lingering flavor of the old tra j 
ditional "wild west" made familiar by 
Bret Harte, still exists. An extract 
says: 


"The impression in the|east is that 


the day of the old prairie schooner has 
gone by. 
Away out on the plains, 


however, we passed a number of them, 
all westward bound as of old, occu- 
pied by entire families seeking new 
homes in a new land." 


In passing through Nebraska and 


Kansas Mr. Howland was struck by 
the devastating effects of the long 
dry season. He says that the plains 
for miles are burned brown, and the 
corn fields are a forlorn sight. 


Mr. Howland passed through a num- 


ber of western cities about the same 
size as North Adams, and in compar- 
ing them was surprised at the su- 
periority of their streets and build- 
inga over ours.
